Washington. Nov. 9.—The commit- 


tee on ways and means of the house 
of

which tomorrow 


will holt! its first hearing on the pro- 
posed revision of tho tariff, will direct 
its efforts at these hearings toward 
the gathering of information which 
chiefly concerns the cost of produc- 
tion in this country and manufactur- 
ing conditions here as compared with 
foreign countries, information regard- 
ing which has been obtained through 
the departments of state and com- 
merce and labor. 
Changes in the 


reading o£ certain paragraphs of the 
present lav/ to conform with decisions 
of the courts and of the board of ap- 
praisers will also require considerable 
attention, as will the proposition to 
arrange the new tariff schedule with 
maximum and minimum rates of duty, 
similar to the existing 
tariffs of 


France, Germany and Russia. 


Free List Will Be Small. 


As Judge Taft, speaker Cannon and 


the majority of the ways and means 
committee favor a protection policy 
in the framing of the new tariff, it is 
hardly likely that the free list will 
be materially Increased or that any 
very essential 
reductions 
will be 


made In the tariffs on manufactured 
goods. 
Representatives 
of manufac- 


turers, producers and importers of 
the country will be given an oppor- 
tunity to present their views to the 
commission at the numerous hearings 
to be held. 


Tomorrow's hearing will be devoted 


to schedule A of the tariff covering 
chemicals, 
oils 
and pair.ts.

schedule covers a large number of 
articles on a number of which the 
rate of duty was increased when the 
Dingley tariff was enacted.-- -•- •

Shooting Took Place Just as 


Morgan Left Home—His 


Daughter With Him. 


New York, Nov. 9.—Postmaster Ed- 


ward M. Morgan, of this city, was shot 
down in the street as he was leaving 
his house in West 146th street for the 
postofiice this morning by Eric H. B. 
Mackey, a stenographer employed by 
a down-town law firm, who then shot | 
and instantly killed himself. The sin-| 
gle bullet which struck Mr. Morgan 
entered at the right side of the abdo- 
men and passed out at tho left side 
without penetrating tho walls. There 
was no internal bleeding and there 
Is every likelihood that the wounded 
man will recover. 


Mackey Had Made Complaints. 


The only 
excuse known for tho 


shooting was that Mackey had com- 
plained to the authorities at the post- 
office in Washington that,his mail had 
been tampered with and that some one 
turned out an electric light when he 
was reading by it in the corridor of 
the postoffice. 
Mackey had received 


a reply that there was no evidence of 
ampering with his mail and that the 
ncident of the electric light was an 
accident. 
Mackey's 
employers, the 


firm of Hunt, Hill & Betts, declared 
hey could account for the tragedy on- 
y on the theory that Mackey was in- 
iane. Besides a revolver, it was found 
hat Mackey carried a dagger and a 
ilungshot. 


Mackey was a man 31 years of age 


and was formerly employed In Bos- 
on. The shooting took place in the 
presence of Miss Dorothy Morgan, the 
ourteen year old daughter of the post- 
master, who was accompanying him to 
tho subway station on her way to 
school. 
Mackey had been pacing up 


and down the sidewalk near the cor- 
ner of Broadway and 146th' street for 
two hours before the shooting. 


Daughter Present at Shooting. 


When Mr. Morgan and his daughter 


eft their home and walked toward 
Broadway, Mackey turned down the 
side street and met them. Evidently 
le had never seen the postmaster be- 
fore, for as he met Mr. Morgan he 
asked, "Are you Postmaster Morgan?" 


At Mr. Morgan's affirmative reply 


Mackey drew his revolver and fired 
one shot Into the postmaster's abdo- 
men. The wounded man fell to the 
sidewalk and as two witnesses of the 
shooting came running up Mackey lay 
down on the sidewalk, opened his vest 
and sent one bullet into his own head 
and another into his heart. He was 
dead when the first man .reached 
him.

own home, physicians were hastily 
summoned and it was found that the 
bullet had merely passed through the 
fleshy portion of

did not know Mackey and never saw 
him before 
the 
shooting. 
It was 


learned that a ma.n answering Mac- 
Icey's description had called at Mr. 
Morgan's home three times during the 
past ten days in his absence. 


Several Saw the Shooting. 


Mr. Morgan had left his home in 


West 146th street for his office and 
had just reached the corner of Broad- 
way when the man stepped in front of 
him. 
There 
were 
several persons 


within a few feet.of the two men, but 
none of them heard a word spoken 
and the first intimation they had of 
trouble was when a. shot rang out and 
Mr. Morgan fell to the ground with a 
bullet through Ms stomach. 
Ho lost 


consciousness immediately. For an in- 
stant after tho shot had been fired the 
assailant stood looking down upon 
him. Then he raised the still smok- 
ing revolver and, pressing it against 
his forehead, pulled the trigger. The 
bar.:t did not cause a fatal wound and 
then a third time the man sent a bul- 
let crashing against his skull. 
The 


third ball penetrated the brain and 
tho man fell dead. As he lay there 
with the revolver still clenched in his 
hand, several persons who had wit- 
nessed the double shooting, rushed 
up to the assistance of Mr. Morgan, 
whom some of them had recognized. 
A physician was called from a house 
nearby and was with the wounded 
man within a few moments after the 
first shot had been fired. He was un- 
able to do anything to relieve the 
wounded man at the moment, but had 
Mr. Morgan removed to his residence, 
only a few doors from 
the corner. 


There another physician was called in- 
to consultation.

Hunt for a Witness. 


Renewed efforts to End Peter Carl- 


son, who was once employed by Mrs. 
Gunness and who is said to have 
talked with Lamphere regarding num- 
erous mysterious doings at the Gun- 
ness home, were made today by the 
state. Although Coroner C. S. Mack 
has accepted a call to the-Swertenbor- 
gian church at Toledo, and leaves for 
that place this week with his family, 
he expects to return the first of next 
week, when he will be one of the

Washington, 'Nov. 9.—The formar 


opening of the army war college was 
signalized by an important address 
by Secretary Root, popularly known 
as the "Father" of the institute. On 
account of the limited capacity of the 
lecture hall in which the exercises 
"were held, the attendance was limited 
to the president and members of his 
cabinet. 
Members of.the diplomatic 


corps, the principal • officers of 
the 


army, navy and marine corps.and oth- 
er leading officials of the government. 


General W. W. Witherspoon, U. S. 


A., president of the college, presided 
and introduced Mr. Root, who ad- 
dressed the student class, which num- 
bers 22 members. He referred to the 
splendid 
results that already had 


been accomplished by the college and 
indicated his belief that it ultimately 
would do much good in advancing the 
military efficiency of the nation. 


The War college has been in opera- 


tion for several years, but has occu- 


i pied its present quarters only since 
June, 1907. The building In which it 
is now housed was begun February 
21st, 1903, when the corner stone was 
laid 
by President Roosevelt, with 


elaborate military and masonic cere- 
monies. 
It was finished and ready 


for occupancy in the summer of 1907. 
A class of students was graduated 
within the structure last fall, but 
without any formal ceremonies, the 
official opening being delayed until to- 
day. The college is under the control 
of the general staff of the-army. Its 
purpose is tho direction and co-ordi- 
nation of military education in the 
army and in civil schools and col- 
leges, at which officers of the army 
are detailed and it supplements the 
military 
education received 
by of- 


ficers at West Point and the service 
schools.

Gives Bond for 


in Suit Growing Out 


of Texas Ouster. 


Austin, Tex., Nov. 9.—With the 


avowed Intention of surrending him- 
self to Sheriff Matthews, of Travis 
City, H. Clay Pierce, the chairman of 
the Waters-Pierce Oil company and 
H. C. Priest, his personal attorney, 
arrived here at an early hour this 
morning. 
Both gentlemen went im- 


mediately to a hotel and later in tho 
day called upon the sheriff. 


Mr. Pierce, is under indictment 


charging him with perjury in connec- 
tion with a hearing of evidence to 
ouster proceedings of the state of 
Texas against the oil company. 


The trial of Mr. Pierce is set for 


November 23rd, and it is generally 
understood that no trouble will be 
had in securing competent bondsmen. 


Mr. Pierce accompanied by his law- 


yers and a few friends arrived at the 
court house at 9:50 o'clock. 
He at 


once surrendered to Sheriff Matthews. 


The district judge and district at- 


torney agreed on a $20,000 appear- 
ance bond for Mr. Pierce. The bond 
had already been, signed and was 
ready for presentation to the court. 
All the signatures to the bond are ci- 
tizens of Texas, and represents an 
aggregate wealth of three and a half 
million dollars. When the bond had 
been approved by the court it was, 
banded to Sheriff Matthews.

case was then continued until the 
January term of court.

to the privy coffer of the state.' 


"This policy would work powerful!} 


to induce the rich man to attend to 
the administration of wealth during 
his life, which is the end which socie- 
ty should always have In view, as be- 
ing by far the most fruitful for the 
people. 


"Nor need it be feared that this pol- 


icy would sap the root ot enterprise 


provided for and free to spend their 
lives at ease.

foundations of American life. 


Nominee Should Be Upright. 


"You are entitled to know whether 


a man seeking your suffrage is a man 
of clean and upright life, honorable 
in all his dealings with his fellows 
and fit by qualification . and purpose 
to do well in the great office for which 
he Is a -candidate;, but you are not en- 
titled to know matters which He .pure- 
ly between himself and his Maker. 


"If it is proper or legitimate to op-

Over eight hundred 
people, many from this city partici- 
pated in the day's auspicious celebra- 
tion. The church was artistically doc- 
orated with palms and cut flowers 
and at the evening service the new 
electric lights were used for the first 
time. 
The lights were the gift of 


Mrs. Mary Gothe, widow of Gustave 
Gothe, who was one of the charter 
members of the church. 


The celebration opened with 
the 


morning service at which the thanks- 
giving sermon was delivered by Rev. 
S. F. Stock, pastor of tho Lutheran 
church on rural route 13. Taking for 
his text "Offer unto God thanks, and 
pay thy vows unto the Most High," 
his sermon was a beautiful tribute of 
praise and thanksgiving to God for 
the welfare of the congregation and 
the progress and success that has 
been enjoyed for the past half cen- 
tury. Special music was rendered by 
the choir and the 
history of 
the 


church was- read by the pastor, Rev. 
Herman B. Kohlmeier. This service 
was in German, as was also the af- 
ternoon service at which Prof. Louts 
W. 
Dorn, 
of 
Concordia 
college, 


preached on the text: "Blessed are 
they that dwell in Thy house." A spe- 
cial musical program was rendered 
by the senior quartette of Concordia 
college, Prof Herman Hahn presiding 
at the organ.

the church was again read by the pas- 
tor and the choir gave a splendid 
musical program. 


History of the Church. 


The history of the church is replete 


with interest and in the half century 
just completed great progress 
has, 


been made despite many obstacles 
Tho church was 
founded November 


7th, 1858, by Rev. F. .A. Herzbergcr 
who was at that lime pastor of St 
John's Lutheran church in Marion 
township, which since that time has 
been discontinued. The charter inem 
bers of the New Haven church num 
bered thirteen and are as follows: 
Messrs.. J. C. Wolf, G. F. Foerster 
Christian 
Schnitker, 
Carl 
Brudi 


Frank Wille, Henry Buchtman, Free 
Linnermann. Henry Paulson, Henn 
Luehrs, Chrlslof Wolf. John Handel, 
Gustave Gothe and William Docrnte 
But one of these men is now living 
Carl Brudi. who lives on a farm near 
New Kaven. 


The services at this time were be- 


ing held in a. blacksmith shop owned 
by J. G. Focrstcr. Rough boards were 
used for scats and during the week 
were stored In an upper room of the 
shop. Christian Schnitlicr was elect- 
ed first secretary of the church. 


Ir, the spring of 15CO a new frame 


church was built which is still stand- 
ins, • and is now being used for a 
school house. The congregation grew 
steadily and in the fall of ISGO Ryv. 
G. Bncssler took charge of the church. 
He only remained a short tinjc, and 
was succeeded by Rev. C. Botic. who 
was the founder of the church at 
Gocplcin. Soon after thir, the rh;:rc'n 
joined tho Missouri synod. 


In ISG7 the congregation deci'ied to 


call r. minister of their own ,imi Rev. 


Joseph Lehner was called, and Mr. 
Mein, a young graduate from Addison, 
was given the instruction of the juve- 
nile members of the congregation. 
Mr. Mein did not remain long and 
was succeeded by August Jahn, who 
instructed the children in the faith. 
He divided his time between the New 
Haven scholars and tho country schol- 
ars, teaching 
three days at each 


school. 


The death of the pastor, Rev. Leh- 


ner, occurred in the year 1SSO, and 
after his death a large number of the 
members 
who 
resided 
near 
Gar 


Creek decided to form a congregation 
of their own, and left the New Haven 
church with but a small congregation. 
Rev. Franz Kleist was then called by 
the .congregation and the congrega- 
tion immediately began to increase 
In 18S2 the brick church that is now 
being used was built. | This left the 
congregation heavily in debt, but by 
the active work of all the members 
the debt was finally paid. 


On October 11, 1907, Rev. Kleist re- 


signed, and on January 1, 1908, the 
present pastor, Rev. Herman B. Kohl- 
meier, was called. The church now 
has a membership of 26C, including 
all souls; 190 communicants and 55 
voting members, with 34 children un- 
der Instruction. 
Since the founding 


of the church- 530 have been bap 
tized, 323 were confirmed, S4 couples 
married and 213 deaths.

section—A Pleii For Proper Regula- 
tion."

"The abuses of research include ev- 


ery form of excruciating and lingering 
torment that can be conceived. 
In 


the august name of science, animals 
have been subjected to burning,'bak- 
ing, 
freezing, saturation with inflam- 


mable oil and then setting on ' fire, 
starvation to deuth, skinning alive, 
larding the feet with nails, crushing 
and tormenting la every, conceivable 
way. 


"But are such glaring abuses possi- 


ble in America? Why not? The realm 
of pain has here no boundaries which 
investigation is required to observe. 
In no American state or common- 
wealth is there any law, any statute 
of any kind whatever, which would 
prevent these experiments from-being 
repeated here as often as desired. 


"Now, is it probable that in a coun- 


try like ours, with a population drawn 
from every foreign source, experimen- 
tal research, thus unrestrained, re- 
mains free from the excesses which 
have stained it everywhere else—in 
Italy, in France, in Germany? 


"TIic absence 'of clear, definite and 


reasonable limitations beyond which 
vivisection becomes cruelty and should 
not go is of itself an invitation to 
abuse. 
And scientific fanatics have 


even been known to come to the Unit- 
ed States to perpetrate acts of cruelty 
which they knew would not be allowed 
under the humane restrictions of tbo 
English law."
